Philadelphia, Pa., Sept. 18—If, as 


president Mitchell of the United Mine 
workers claimed last night 112,000 of 
141,000 mine workers of the Pennssyl- 
vania anthracite coal fields were idle 
yesterday, it is certain this number 
has been considerably augmented to- 
day by additionb to the strikers ranks. 


Reports fr'om tha four bigr districts, 


embracing the hard coal region, are t;> 
the effect that fewer men are at work 
today than yesterday and the collieries, 
which worked full handed or nearly so 
yesterday, were either badly crippled \ 
or »hut down today. 


The weather has grown much colder 


since yesterday and this change is 
greeted with joy by the mine xv'orkers, 
who believe it will greatly increase the 
demand for coal and thus foree anl 
early adjustment of tne differences be- 
tween them and the employers. 


Talk of arbitration is so persistent 


that the hope is growing that this 
method of settling the strike will be 
! finally adopted, although the mine 
| owners declare they will deal only with 


their employes as individuals ana the 
strike leaders say they will iribist upon 
the formal recognition of the union,

in Cherbourg in 1864 Recalled 


Portsmouth, N. H., Sept. IS.— The pro 


•enuulon today of the tablets to t'u- 
modern battleships Kearsarge and A! . 
bama was one of the most interesting a:i' . 
historical event* in the history of tht 
Granite state. 


Tha exerciser begun at 11 o'clock, but 


because of the enormous crowd viio 
w',sh*<3 to sffp and hiar the speakers, the 
unveillnc; of the tablets and the formal 
presentation were made on shore. 
The 


exercises were opened by Mayor Mcln- 
tyre, who welcomed the guests. and he 
was followed by G«orf» A. Burns, pres- 
ident of the day. Governor Rollins mad* 
the presentation speech, after the two 
tablet* h*d been unv<wl«d by two young 
ladles, respectively descendants of rel- 
atives of the former officers of the two 
famous old battleships. Secretary Long 
accepted the tablet for the Kearsartre. 
Governor Johnston, in accepting the 
tablet for the Alabama, said: 


"It is nt that the commonwealth of 


New Hampshire, a commonwealth the 
mother of 'Webster, that great apostle of 
an indisaoluable Union of indestructible 
States, should be the first, officially, not 
only to rise superior to the passions and 
prejudice* of a fratricidal war, but to 
determine to commemorate and honor 
th* gallant deeds of the American sailor 
•without regard to the flajf which, floated 
over him. 
"M«n may differ albout the right or 


wrong of any cause, an4 they may con- 
scientiously take on* side or the other. 
A great nation worthy of liberty and In- 
spired by lofty aentlm«nts cannot fall 
to honor courace and heroton* by whom- 
soever displayed; «><* especially should 
It to so wbsm tkoe he*o«s ar* deacaad- 
ante of th* very men wfeo gav« sx> freely 
of tbelr Wood and treasure to secure the 


of our common country.

The 
vessels ware nearly evenly matched, 
The Kefl«sa*w» had seven guas and 162 
men, and the AUbaana aicht gun* and 
149 men. Tb« gnus of the Kearsarga 
carried more metal- For one hour and 
40 minutes they milsdaround each other 
in a firey circle, hurling their missiles of 
death. Ths KtaVsaw* wa« struck 23 
times and had OB« faVstorio sh«li l<xi««d 
in her exploded H i* probable that she 
would have gone down before the Ala- 
bama. Semmes fought his ship until he 
had loft about one~f ourth of his men and 
never struck his flag until h* felt her 
sinking under his feet. 


"When the battle ce<ased the Alabama 


found her wave in the sea. There she 
ha* slumbered until thta resurrection 
mern, when sh« reappears once more, 
the consort instead of the enemy of the 
Keariarge, to fight under the same flag 
and against all enemies of the republic. 
This memorial tablet loin* them In en- 
during friendship, and the commanders 
of both will havs the heroism of Wlnslow 
and Seroznes to inspire them to valiant 


"How much grander it Is to unite In 


enduring peace than to separate by 
bloody war. If war shall come agmln, as 
doubtless it will continue to come eo 
long as human selfishness and greed 
•hall prevail over Christian charity and 
tolerance, and so long as t)ie ambition of 
man, the lust of power and conquest and 
dominion shall be stronger than the love 
of Justioe and liberty and equality; and 
If the Keanarge, In deadly and un- 
equal combat, shall starch the horizon 
for coming help, I know that this tablet 
and its inspiring Inscription will give 
•wift wings to the Alabama to hasten to 
the reseue and turn her flaming guns 
upon the common enemy. 


"I feel that I may say also for my peo- 


ple ths* If an Invading army ehall ever 
press its bloody heel upon your shores 
and, by superior numbers, drive your 
troapa frsm th« coait, l«t some descen- 
dant «f Starke rally them at the foot of 
your great mountain, klndla a fire on its 
ioftleet peak and you will soon hear the 
impatient tramp of the gallant sons of 
Alabama. Then side by side with tha 
men of New Hampshire they will never 
stay their Irreslstabl* steps until the 
flaming cross of" Alabama iha.ll, on the 
seashore, salute the Stan and Stripes 
floating x-ictorlously from the mastheads 
sf the Kearaarge and the Alabama. 


"This tablet with its proud inscription 


that will be rlvet»d upan the stout tim- 
bers of the Alabama hi* already left an 
unfading image upon the hearts of our 
people, on* that will ferever unite New 
Hampshire with her mejestle mountains 
and thriving cities and thrifty people In 
•ndurlitg peace with Alabama, th* fair- 
est of all the fair statss in the fair land 
of Die sun an4 the sky." 


After Governor Johnston's address the 


<».bl*ts wer» th*n taken down the harbor 
to the Keersarrs and formally turned 
over to the commnmling eflleer of that 
boat, as w*li as to vm.pui.in Browrisou, 
•v. ho will command th* Alabama. At the 
letter ex»rcl»^, former Sacretary Her- 
aert of Alabama made an interesting 
speech.

Gaines was positive in'-his identification 
of the prisoner a» the man, end said the 
latter then wore a moustache, and was 
followed by a miaa who was tall and 
slender. 
A Boy, who was nearby at the 


time, will also be introduced as a witness 
to corroborate ;G*iBe«. 


The mo«t sent atonal witness, however, 


and the most Important witness from the 
prosecution's standpoint, was Stubble- 
field, a one-leased and one-armed ex- 
deputy 
sheriff. Stu-bbleHeld 
testified 


that Howard exultingly told him that he 
fired the shot that took Goebel's life. 


Stubblefield lost his limb* as a result 


of the Clay county feuds last year. His 
testimony in detail was that He-ward 
stopped at his house in February, shortly 
after the shootin*. Stubblefield says he 
remarked to him: "Jim, you all have 
been having trouble down at Frank- 
fort?" 


"Yes," responded Howard, according 


to the witness, "we have raised hell and 
cleaned the platter," and added, "I never 
sight down my gun barrel but what I get 
meat or money, and this time I <?ot both." 


The witness says Howard was again 


at his house several days later and he 
asked him what he meant by his remark 
on the former occasion. Howard 
re- 


sponded: "By 
, I meant Just-what 


I said." 


Witness saidj he then pressed him, put- 


ting the direct question: "Jim, do you 
mean to say that you killed Goebel?" 


Howard, he says, replied in the affirm- 


ative, and said he believed his mountain 
friends wouM stand by him, and that 
BOO men could not take him to Frankfort 
for trial. Stubblsfield said he did not 
tell the story of Howard'* confession to 
him until he had heard that Ho-n-ard and 
his friends were planning to kill him. 
The defence subjected the witnes* to a 
severe cross-examination, but failed to 
tangle him to any extent.

Detroit wad 
visited, every possible site was survey- 
ed, and the history and traditions ot 
the locality were studied. Afterward, 
at a meeting in New York, the advisers 
unanimously adopted the plan embod- 
ied in the following report, which was ] 
presented by Mr. White before a gath- , 
ering of citizens at tbe Detroit Museum i 
of Art on Feb. 22,1900: 


"The design contemplates the erec- 


tion ot a great Doric column, the high- 
est in the world, surrounded by groups 
of sculpture in the water, treated In the 
character of the memorial columns of 
classic time and supporting a tripod 
which would assume a torchllke char- 
acter at night by the use of electricity 
and by a great flame of natural gas, so 
characteristic of the west and impossi- 
ble elsewhere. This light at night 
would command the river and both, 
lakes. 


"The design further contemplates as 
« support and surrounding to the col- 
umn a great basin flanked by flights of 
Steps supporting colonnades, In tbe cen- 
ter of which would rest the statue of 
Cadillac or a group of sculpture em- 
bodying, with the statue of Cadillac, 
the story of the discoverers, and upon 
the connecting esplanade positions are 
afforded for the future erection of stat- 
ues of distinguished citizens of Detroit, 


i "In order that tbe column should cen- 
ter on the avenue of trees which now 
exists upon tbe Island and be seen from 
one end of the Grand Central bonle- 
vard to the other the present casino 
would have to be removed and the av- 
enue of trees connected with the col- 
umn by a formal rectangular lake, in 
^whlch illuminated fountains 
might 


|play at night and anon each side of 
,-whlch formal gardens are part of the 
design." 


The column will measure 24 feet In 


dlnmeter at the base and rise to a 
height of 220 feet. 
Tbe colonnadea 


forming the court are 900feet In length, 
]wlth a wing at each end projecting 300 
'feet. The shaft, pillars, corner pavil- 
,ions and stews will be of America's 
fairest marble, In striking contrast to 
the deep blue of tbe river and the back- 
ground of forest trees, untouched since 
the dnys ot tbe Indian. Jue surmount- 
ing tripod of bronze will be a fitting 
addition, and Its flame of gas, direct 
ifiotn nature's laboratory, will be seen 
ifar up and down the highway of the 
great lakes.

THE BOXER OUTBREAK. 


Chinese Version of the Cause of 


the Present Trouble. 


OPINION OF PEIirOE OTAK& SU, 


In m Letter to the • Chln«ae> Oonaml 


General at San Francisco He Sura 
tfce Trouble "Was Canned tor For. 
flfnerm Grossly Instating Dowaffer 
Empreae. on the Streeta. 
George Dewey Fung, a young China- 


man employed- In a tea store in Tren- 
ton, has received a letter from Wing 
Hop, the Chinese consul general at San 
Francisco, in which that official re« 
lates the different causes wblch have 
led up to the present crisis in China, 
says the Philadelphia Times. The con- 
sul general is an intimate friend of 
young Fung, and correspondence has 
been going on between them for some 
time. 


When the trouble began, Fung wrote 


to tbe consul general asking him to 
Write to some official connected witb 
the Chinese government for the Chi- 
nese version of the cause .of the trouble, 
and a few weeks ago the consul re- 
ceived a letter from Prince Kwang Su. 
dated July 1, and sent from the impe- 
rial palace at Peking. He Immediately 
forwarded the letter be received to 
young Fung. It Is written on red paper 
and in one corner is stamped with the 
Imperial coat of arms. According to 
the consul It is the first authentic ver- 
sion of ibe Chinese side of tbe present 
war question. The letter reads as fol- 
lows: 


In your letter yoq ask for my opinion 


In regard to the real came of the upris- 
ing of the Boxers. I can give it to you 
in a very few words. 


It really began Jan. 1, tbe empress" 


birthday, and the hatred has gsowj 
greater and greater each day against 
foreigners until you see what it baa 
now reached. 


I, myself, as you know, bave always 


favored the admittance of foreigners 
and giving to the missionaries tbe right 
Lo yus<u.u Uicil uiuelCUl tloCLlllCS £.1 
all thnes and places.

Her refusal to release tbe missiona- 


ries was met with,a storm of indigna- 
tion on ttfe part of tbe Hungarians. 
Two nights after their imprisonment 
they all turned out and stormed the 
Jail and overpowered the' guards. The 
troops were called out and tbe Hunga- 
rians began firm*; at them, killing 
many. The troojjs. returned the fire, 
end many people fell, Including women 
and children. Wbeii tbe news of tbe 
Insulting of tbe empress, tbe attack on 
the prisoners and the encounter wtth 
the troops reached the o'tber provinces, 
the feeling against foreigners grew 
very bitter. 


After this I have known many of oar 


own people to openly'insult foreigners 
on the street, not because they were 
justified in doing BO, but out of pure 
prejudice. 


I soon learned that missionaries In 


the other provinces were attacked and 
killed by ouc people, but I believe tbat 
tbe real cause of these uprisings was 
that they wished to avenge the Insult 
upon the empress at Peking. Soon I 
learned of the Boxers taking tbe mat- 
ter In hand, and the result you know, 
bo there is no use to my explaining.

TAKING THE REINS. 


THF. 
MINISTER 


Dragging the pulpit down to the level 


of the platform and1 turning the 
house ot -wro-shi* into an ethicaJ. club 
room or a hall for economic debate is 
too common a. thing in these days of 
novel innovations to reciuire detailed 
description for purposes o£ identifica- 
tion. The preacher -who ru&hes from 
the theme and work which his high 
calling- prescribes for him into the do- 
main of practical politics, ostensibly 
as a short cut to the realization of the 
kingdom, is the jack-of-all-trades most 
familiar in the public eye. So common 
have the secularized church and min- 
ister became that, when a minister 
arises to express his fidelity to and his 
confidence in the church as she is re- 
membered, he at once strikes us aa 
belonging to that class of irregulari- 
ties which are fit subjects for news- 
paper comment because they have the 
elements to excite public curiosity and 
Wonder. Rev. John C. Tebbetts, rector 
of St. Johns, placed himself in this 
class last Sunday when he preached 
his tenth, anniversary aermon, for he 
said: 


It has been my heart's desire in my 


preaching to hold closely to Jesus 
Christ and to interpret him as he is 
revealed in the old and new testaments 
and in ths orderly and magngflcent pro- 
gress of His church. It has ssemed to 
me that the pulpit should never give 
place to the platform. The pulpit has 
a sacred character of its own which it 
is the duty of every minister of Christ 
to jealously guard and s-tudiously main 
tain—a character of which we are re- 
minded at the beginning of every ser- 
mon by the use of the invocation: "Inl 
the Name of the Father and of the 
Son and of the Holy Ghost."

The good people of South Dakota re- 


gard Wind cure aa the tenth wonder of 
the world. From surface indications It 
would seem that a large part of the stat« 
is hollow, and the eitent of Wind c«7« 
is unknown. It was discovered in 18TT 
by a notorious character known &• 
"£ame Johnny," who distinguished him- 
self on several occasions by holding up 
the Deadwood stage and ambushing car- 
avans of unwary travelers. His lack ot 
prudence in one of these airentnres re- 
sulted in a "necktie party" which ended 
Johnny's career, so that he was not ablo 
to profit by his discovery. 
J. B. 


McDonald rediscovered the phenomenon 
in 1884 by finding a large gap in the 
plain through which the wind was pour- 
ing out with great force, like the draft of 
a chimney. There are similar rent bole* 
ct frequent intervals over the prairie, and 
the people of this neighborhood claim 
that several have been opened within the 
last few years. 


The cave is divided into chambers. It 


is asserted that more than 3,000 different 
rooms have already been discovered, 
varyins in size from 12 feet in diameter 
to over three acres, and this is believed 
to be only a small portion of the cavern. 
The cave coiling is not ao high that of 
Mammoth cave, and the geologic forma- 
tions are not as wonderful as those of 
Luray, but it has msxny attractions, and 
one in particular—the dryness o£ the at- 
mosphere—which is said to afford instant 
and complete relief to asthmatic people. 
The temperature of the cave is about 45 
degrees the year round, being unaffected 
by the variations of the thermometer out- 
side, but the variations of the barometer 
are sharply perceptible. When the mer- 
cnry rises on the outside, a current of air 
flows into the cave and follows a certain 
direction. When the glass falls, this cur- 
rent chances and the air Sows in another 
direction. This phenomenon has not been 
studied by competent meteorologists, bnt 
is so apparent that it attracted the at- 
tention of the early explorers of the can- 
yon. 


The effect of the air on the cave upon 


asthmatic people is equally peculiar. A 
irufferer from that disease finds imme- 
diate relief upon entering the cave, and 
there will be no return of the trouble for 
several days after. This has suggested 
the possibility ef a permanent core for 
such as con hare the privilege of visiting 
ike cave frequently.—Chicago Record.

An Old Detective Tell* Hoir One >f

"I never had but one prisoner escape 


Jroat me," said an old railroad detective,

curious mechanical contrivances and de- 
scribed several remarkable machines he 
had seen. He had been a skilled engi- 
neer earlier in hfe, and, being a good 
talker, .voon got me deeply interested. 
Among other things he told me about an 
airpunip with a singular ball valve. 
'The tall lies in a socket,' he said, 'and 
the greater the air pressure behind it the 
tighter it sticks." To Illustrate, he twist- 
ed an old envelope into a cone and drop- 
ped a paper wad into the mouth. 'Now, 
when I blow," he continued, 'you'll see 
that tne wad stays right where it is.' 
I/ike a fo«l. I stared at the thing, and he 
blew violently into the little end. At tbe 
same instant I felt as if a raging fur- 
nace had suddenly belched its flames 
right into my face. 
I couldn't see, I 


couldn't breathe; for a moment or two I 
couldn't even more. My throat and nos- 
trils were on fire and I felt sure my eyes 
had been burned literally out of their 
sockets. 


"What had happened was simply this: 


The en. elope was full of red pepper and 
I had received the charge, point blank, at 
about a six inch range. While 1 was 
gasping the scoundrel ran to the other 
end ef the car. 'My friend has a fit!' he 
shouted.

TOBACCO GROWN IN TENTS. 


An Attempt to Raise Sumatra, and 
'Havana S«ed oit Connecticut Soil. 


An experiment in growing Havana 


seed and Sumatra tobacco In Connecti- 
cut soil under a tennis baing conducted 
by Professor E. H. Jenkins of tbe state 
ogricultural station at New Haven and 
Marcus A. FJoyd, tobacco expert of thp 
United States department of agricul- 
ture. The covering Is made of cheese- 
cloth, is nine feet high and contains 
3,100 feet of cloth. Professor Jenkina 
told a New York Sun reporter at Hart- 
ford the other day that the covering 
offered many advantages, retaining the 
moisture in the ground longer than 
where it was exposed, securing a tem- 
perature of from 5 to 10 degrees hotter 
and protecting the plants from heavy 
rainstorms or hail Excessively heavy 
hail may penetrate through the cloth, 
b"ut the fall will be sufficiently broken 
to pres-ent the plants from being bro- 
ken. Mr. Floyd said: 


"The Sumatra Is progressing finely. 


The leaves are smaller, of a brlg-hter 
green and finer shade and are silkier 
than that raised in the open. "We are 
gathering the ej-op by leaves, picking 
them as they become fully matured 
and leaving the stalk. TLis produces a 
much better resujt than to dry them on 
the stalk. The Havana seed Is not do- 
Ing so well, and the outcome Is In 
doubt." 


Professor.Jenkins said that Connecti- 


cut Ibbaecorfio longer answered the de- 
mand of the trade and If the attempt 
to grow Sunoatra here was successful 
It would result in great prosperity for 
Connecticut growers.

Car ion • Re»dln*u of tbe Feopl* t*. 


Give Small Fee*. 


The question of giving gratuities to 


waiters and servants, is as much a vexed 
one in this country as it is on your side 
ot the channel. Eren your manservant 
or maid expects in Germany a "tip" from 
your guests after they have dined or 
lunched with you, and it constantly hap- 
pens that on engaging a servant you are 
asked: "How about tips? Can I expect 
much from this source, and may I keep 
•11 I get, or have I to share tbe tips with 
ether servants?" I hare even known 
mistresses hold oat as an inducement to 
eerrants the fact that they entertain a 
good deal, whereby the wages aie con- 
siderably 
supplemented by gratuities 


from guests. 


One yery curious feature about Ger- 


man everyday life is the readiness of 
people to 'give a "trinkgeld," the equiva- 
lent of the French "pourboire," under 
which name the donation is more fa- 
miliar to English ears. The feature is 
curlotus, because the Teuton is by nature 
thrifty, and many of them are more 
close than thrifty. And yet tbe same per- 
son who will expect a hard working 
teacher of languages to give lessons at 
from sixpence to 1 shilling an hour will 
often be Men to bestow a groschen on 
the shop servant who has brought a par- 
cel to his house or a halfpenny on the 
tramway conductor for handing him his 
penny ticket. The postal officials who 
pay tbe money orders and bring the 
money to your heuse are entitled to 
charge a halfpenny for doing so, but 
look rery sour if yon do not add an- 
other halfpenny of your own accord.

Now, the por- 
ter does little more for you than hand 
you your key and take oft his hat to you 
as you enter and leave your hostelry, and 
In small towns he summons the boots at 
your departure by vigorously ringing the 
bell, and for these amenities he is re- 
warded in a sort of geometrical progres- 
sion 
The boots neally does render serv- 


ices; he blacks your boots and brushes 
your clothes and is ready to assist you 
to peck and sits on your portmanteau for 
you if need be when you want to lock it.

Crab*' Eye* aa Medicine. 


The so eatfed crabs' eyes of our old 


dispensatories were really small stones, 
composed chiefly of lime, found in the 
ventricles of the brain or, as some say, in 
tbe stomach of the crawfish (Astacus 
fluviatilis). Along with crabs' claws, the 
powdered black tips of the claws of the 
gea crab, they entered into the composi- 
tion of the once famous nostrum known 
as 
"Gascoigne's powder" (pulvis ex 


chelis cancrorum compositns). Tbe com- 
pound powder of a.rum root of the Lon- 
don and Edinburgh dispensatories of the 
eighteenth century also contained pow- 
dered crabs' eyes. The name is sHll in 
use in druggists' shops, but I understand 
that prepaied chalk is now generally sub- 
Btituted for the original crabs' eyes. 
Its 


properties are much, the same,'crabs' 
eyes having been used chiefly as an 
antacid.—-Notes and Queriaa.

profit on the sale, and that is what he is 
looking ont for. 


"If you desire to buy a cigar qtade by 


Cuban workmen and the real imported 
thing, examine the box for the internal 
revenue stamps. They will be observed, 
|f you look carefully, and are six in num- I 
fcer. All bear the words 'Imported cig- 
ars, TJnited States customs,' and the 
number of the cigars contained In the 
box plainly engraved at each end of the 
stamp, in tbe center of which is the en- 
graving of a steamship. 


"The stamp for the box containing 25 


cigars is smaller than the others and is 
drab in color. 
The box containing CO 


cigars is distinguished by a green stamp, 
the 100 blue, the 250 red and the 500 yel- 
low ochre in delicate tints. 


"There is a difference in both the smoke 


and th« flavor of a cigar made by Ha- 
vana workmen and those made at the 
principal tobacco marts here. Our mak- 
ers do not import the very finest leaf for 
the very excellent reason that the Cubans 
won't allow it to leave the island, desir- 
ing it for their own high grade cigars of 
London and Paris. The Cubans roll their 
cigars In a way peculiar to themselves, 
and when a man cails for the genuine 
rolled article he wants It and ought to

THEATER OPENED 


The New Richmond Play- 


house Delights a Croat 


Audience 


MISS VIOLA ALLEN'S NEW PLAY 


A Succui tn Its First Night, and a 


Fitting Pises For the Dedica- 


tion of the New Thsater, A 


Speech by Mr. Richmond 


The play in North Adams last night 


was more than the amusement of an 
evening. It was the beginrJingr of new 
possibilities in the way of theatrical 
attractions, the dedication of a new 
play house which supplies what the 
oity long' has ne&Jsd iu the way of ac- 
commodation for plays of prominence. 
"In the palace of the king" was on the 
stage, anld "in the palace of the play" 
would hav» described the feelings of 
m'ost as they entered and saw tho cur- 
tain rise on a staff* and a house 
that do'credit t'o the entire community 
as well as to the builders. 


The audience that fllled the house to 


overflowing was called together not 
on.y by the magic of Miss Allen's 
name, but by the fact that this was 
the,- 'opening of the riew theater for 
which the city has long waited. The 
two together were able to attract an 
audience that 
put 
"standing room 


only" at a premium, and the seating 
capicity of the house did not begin to 
measure the number who w&re present. 


A cold, rainy night did nbt affect the 


attendance, although it lessened the 
promptness with which the audience 
gathered, and it was not till well alang 
In the first scene the house was fllled. 


And of the opening, nothing but the 


word "success" can be used in descrip- 
tion. The people of the city were de- 
lighted with the naw theater, and no 
less with the new play. For it was a 
first night in a double sense, for the 
house and for the play. There were 
two sets of nervesva tingle, those of the • 
management of the theater, and those 
of the management of the piece. But 
in spite of the fact that both were new, 
there was no hitch 'of any kind that 
was noticeable by the audience, and the 
entire event passed off as smoothly as 
could have beenl the case if the house 
was an old institution, and the play a 
production of years' standing. 


That the hous<» was complete wag In. 


itself Something of a triumph. 
Many 


had been the prophecies that It oould 
not be ready. But in every respect, ex- 
cept for the entrance, the theater was 
as ready for the public ae the public 
was ready for the theater. The en- 
trantee was not completed, but so near- 
ly so that it showed promise of what 
wa- to be, and it required Httle imag- 
inati'iin to see a long lobby, prettily 
finis-hod in tile, with plants and other 
decorations, and enlivened with the 
announcements of cominlg attractions. 


Once in the theater, and the whole 


thing was complete. The dome foyer, 
opening from the end of the Ibbby,, 
could hardly be appreciated, so rapid 
was 
the 
movement of the 
crowd 


through it, but to those who stopped to 
enjoy its artistic, effect, was shown a 
feature that adds much to the beauty 
and attractiveness of the 
inferior. 


Passing from the lobby Into the audi- 
torium, the well blended shades of 
red in which the house is decorated 
gave an air of warmth to the wWole 
and until the curtain went up, time was 
pleasantly passed In enjoying the rich 
yet not gaudy beauties of the house it- 
self. 


Promptly at 8 o'clock the orchestra, 


in Ber the leadership of 
ByrVm u. 


Biig-grs, began the dedication overture, 
which was pleasingly rendered, as -was 
all the music of the evening. As the 
orchestra : truck the opening notes of 
this, the afVrrtos curtain was raised, 
showing the drop curtain tof dark rod 
velours, harmo-nizln? with the walls, 
and dress-ing the whole fi-orli of the 
house with simple but effective coloring 


The curtain of the play rose just at 


8.15. 
The long- waits which had been 


anticipated for the first night were not 
in evidence, and although the change 
of scenes was not znade as quickly as 
scheduled, it was with one or two ex- 
ceptiorJi d'one almost on schedule time, 
and the curtain fell on the last act at 
11.35. 


During nearly the whole of the first 


scene the people were still taking their 
seats, and the effect of much of the 
scene was lost in the confusion. After 
that, however, the play held the at- 
tention of the audience from curtain to 
curtair.l, and could hardly 
be pro- 


nounced a more complete success. 


By the second scene Miss Allen had 


got control of the situation, and the 
cl'ose of e-v^ery scena was an ovation for 
her. 
It was at the end of the fifth, or 


throne room scene, that the greatest 
time of all came. 
Two curtain calls 


were not er.bugh. During the second, 
a great cluster of fl'owers, standing 
four feet from the floor, •« as placed on 
the stage, sent by an anonymous- "ad- 
mirer," whose admiration, was very 
great Indeed. 
'Miss Allen was at her best In show- 
ing her appreciation of this, and an- 
other rourtl of applause was the result, 
which brought her, with several others 
of the company. In front of the cur- 
tain, the two small do'ors at the sides 
of the proscenium arch being used for 
the first time. If Miss Allen, had been 
an actor instead of an actress, a 
speech would have been the inevitable 
result. 


As the applause for the actors died 


away atter this. Col. Braceweli, wao 
was occupying an orchestra seat near 
the front of the house, rose and in- 
stantly commanded the attention of 
the entire audience. "Ladies and gen- 
tlemen," he said, "we have been be- 
stowing honor where honor was due 
tonight for those on the stage. But 
we could not be enjoying this tonight 
were it iM f>r the enterprise of the 
Richmond family. I move that we ap- 
plaud them." 


This was greeted! with a storm of ap- 


plause equal to that which a moment 
before had been for Miss Allen. "More 
applause for their courage," shouted 
Col Bracewejll, and again applause 
reigned. 


"We will now listen t» a «pcpch by 


one of th» Richmonds." «aid Col. 
Braceweli. and sat down. There was 
a. moment's hesitation, and thenl C. Q. 
Richmond, who was sitting r.oir «he 
front of the house, rota e^d vralkftd O 
the front. Ho Bald; 


"Ladle* and gentlemen t Thi» !• a 


part of the perCoMnance which ham not 
b*ert rehearsed «• owefully an thu* ton 
the stage, arid H wMI not have the wame 
smoothness. It would be a stolid man, 
however, who could r«siit nuoh an 
ovation. 
Hewrtlly and sincerely I 


thank you, it would be Idle to ap- 
propriate this «s a p«*«onal tribute. It 
shows appreciation that North Adama 
now has a modern play house, which 
snakes for the well bedng and happinesn 
'of the city. Others are deserving of 
credit. The architect who planrJed the 
structure, the builders who worked on 
It, those who carried hods and who 
sawed wood, are all deserving of this 
applause. 1 can only thank you, for 
what you have done tonight, and hope 
that this will prove a Joy to the whole 
community."

If the des!r<s of the manage- 
ment of the house was to secure as an 
opening attraction a piece that w!caild 
show the full capacities of the stag-a, 
thp desire was amply m*t. The scenes 
for the great hall, the throne room 
and the king's chamber, were e-soe- 
daly noteworthy. 
Miss Allen's cos- 


tumes were brilliant, and were clopely 
equalled by those of Miss Van Dresser, 
as well as by all the ladies of the 
ct uxt. 


And as to the possibilites of the r>lay. 


It is of increasing Interest throusrh 
all six scenes, with two climaxes, in 
both of which Miss Allen is the central 
figure, hurling defiance, first at her 
father, and next at the kins1. The first 
scene Is disappointing, being merely 
introductory, and having little inten- 
sity, as presented last evening1. But 
frv-wn that time on there can bo no 
complaint. 


It furnishes Mies Allen with a part 


In which sne Is called on for much 
more than she was in "The Christian." 
which made her reputation, and this 
•was what was desired. I/ess of the 
light, hoydenlBh work of the former

Comparisons are inevitable and the 


ie«Hnff must be confessed that Miss 
Allen is at her best when she has the 
lightest work to -do. To romn, and torn 
her he-ad, and carry her love on her 
sleeve a to put her at her best. She 
struggles with great emotions. "When, 
In the,third scene, she meets what 
seems to be her fate, and defies her 
father, she rises to the full risibili- 
ties of the part, exceeding anythiritr 
She has ever done before. 
To have 


carried this.same strength through the 
difficult closing scene when she defies 
the king- would have given the play an 
ending, and would have given hPr a 
mastery, that could not toe surpassed. 
That she did not carry the same 
strength mar Tsave befin flue to the 
newness of the play, but it seemed be- 
yorid her vo'ce and command. Miss 
Allen wants to be in motion when she 
has herd work to <3o. Her face and 
her voice are less facile for the diaclav 
of rrreat emotion. And so in the last 
scene she lost a source at power that 
was gi\-en her tn tho third. But none 
tlw less did she win a notable triumph, 
and had the hearts of the audience 
wfth her.

TRIED TO SECURE RELEASE 


Petition for Writ of Habeas Corpus for 


Cheshire Man Denied 


There was a hearing before Judge 


Slocum in the probate court yesterday 
in the matter of a petition for a writ 
of habeas- corpus, whereby Harry Phil- 
lips, 27, could be released fcom the 
state farm at Bridgewater. Phillips' 
home is in Cheshire and the petitioner 
is hia father. He was committed to 
the institution, a little less than a year 
ago for an indefinite period on the 
charge of vagrancy. Several weeks 
ago he was transferred, by the authori- 
ties to the inlaane ward and Gordon 
Bliss of Cheshire, who claimed to have 
become interested in young Phillips' 
welfare, represented to the court that 
the physicians of the farm had recom- 
mended his removal from the institu- 
tion 'on the grounds that he had been 
partly cured and could be looked after 
by his relatives. Dr. Charles A. Drew, 
resident physician of the state farm, 
was present at the hearing and de- 
clined to recommend young Phillips' 
removal fr'om the institution, because 
he was still more or less mentally dei- 
ranged. Judge Slocum. dismissed the 
case.
